district or state, pour in money and 
propaganda and attempt to defeat 
him for re-election. The Anti-Saloon 
League gave a remarkably effective 
demonstration of how this could be 
done.

sive names as vehicles for their 
propaganda.

one-half years and involving visits to 
380 institutions, the 
foundation's 


"Bulletin 23" concludes that one 
athlete in each seven was subsidiz- 
ed to a point bordering on profes- 
sionalism. Only 28 institutions were 
found free of the taint of slush 
funds, athletic scholarships or loans 
to athletes. 


Efforts to effect a clean-up at cer- 


tain of the institutions mentioned 
aro under way and some even have 
achieved complete success, the bul- 
letin says. 


Six months in advance of the re- 


lease of the report, the chief execu- 
tives of colleges Involved were noti- 
fied of the foundation's findings con- 
cerning them. Under the leadership 
of such institutions as Harvard and 
Princeton, the report says, tangible 
proof has been given that the presi- 
dents of the country's colleges can 
stamp out the abuses. 


Princeton was found to be one of 


a few institutions which effected ar- 
rangements 
w i t h 
preparatory 


schools "whereby athletes, varying 
In number from one to .as many as 
twenty, have been -wholly or partly 
maintained at the schools until they 
are ready for college." Those named 
in this connection were Brown, Car- 
negie Tech, Dartmouth, Dickinson, 
Lafayette, -Jiew York university, 
Pittsburgh, Syracuse and Washing- 
ton and Jefferson. 


But at Princeton, says the report, 


the practices referred to have been 
abolished. 


At Harvard concessions for the 


sale of refreshments were found to 
be allotted exclusively to athletes, 
but "William J. Bingham, director of 
athletics, announces "plans are at 
present under way for placing these 
concessions beyond the control or di- 
rect Interest of athletes. 


STOP ASSISTANCE

In their relation to him 
have surely as much influence in 
shaping his personality as any phy- 
s*al circumstance: and whatever 
thus affects your child from without 
must rightly bo called a part of his 
environment.

identical responses in training and 
emotional attitude. Father puts out 
towards ls!s Uttlo daughter quite di& 
fcrent feelings from those given td 
a little son.

SAYS CIVIC GROUP 


Committee Will Be Appoint- 


ed to Ask Supervisors for 


- Help 


Kaukauna— Kaukauna will

rill give financial aid. it was decld- 
d at a meeting of the Kaukauna Ad- 


ivenlng at Hotel Kaukauna. A com. 
nittee will be appointed by President 
ohre- Coppes to appear before the 
ounty hoard at its meeting in No- 
•ember to ask for aid. 
Final arrangements were made for 


ocatlng the Fox River Veneer and 
Jasket Works here. Some changes 
n- the plans of the corporation were 
mnounced by Charles Raught. chair- 
nan of the committee making: ar- 
•angements. The capital stock of the 
actory was increased to $25.000. as 
i large amount of extra machinery 
ras added for the veneer depart- 
nent which will be operated with 
be factory. There will be no pre- 
erred stock issued. Common stock 
rill be 525 a share. Tho committee 
vas instructed to secure more sub- 
criptlons in order that the factory 
vill have operating money. 
The 


imount will exceed the sum set as^de 
n the intlal plans for working cap- 
tal on account of the added depart- 
nent. 


The county board will be guests of 
he association at a dinner at Hotel 
<aukauna at its next meeting in 
November. A motion to invite the 
•ounty board was made by Mike 
<tiesen-and was adopted unanimoua- 
y. 


DISCUSS FAIR'S MERITS 


' The merits of Jhe fair were thor- 
jughly discussed. Herman'T. Runte 
said he saw no benefit for the busi- 
nessmen, and pointed out that -it 
only took up a lot of time. Arthur 
Schmalz suggested something differ- 
ent. 
Ed Haas, chairman 
of the 


booth committee last year, said busi- 
nessmen hesitato to rent booths for 
the fair. 
J. F. Cavanaugh said the fair is 


not much benefit from an education- 
al1 view point but is from a social 
view point. He said that-Kaukauna 
is a farm center and the city must 
help the farmer in everp possible 
way. 
William F. Ashe said that the 


fair Is a good thing, but that there 
is much work that is not necessary. 
Ijester Brenzel stated that the fair 
Is an excellent way for a city to 
advertise and that it Indirectly helps 
the merchants. 
Business during 


fair days is poor, he admitted, but it 
is made up during the rest of the 
year. 
He_ pointed out the benefits 


derived from tho health clinics, farm 
speeches and publicity 
given the 


affair. L. F, Kcteon advised holding 
a fann institute in connection with' 
the fair. . 


Mr. Runte stated that he under- 


stood that the county board' was 
going to discontinue to. give aid to 
fairs in the county. It was decided 
to. name a committee to appear be- 
more the board at its next session. 
If aid is given plans wijl go .forward 
for hold.njr the fair under,, auspices 
of the Advancement association. 


DELAY IS EXPLAINED 


Mr. Raught told the work done 


to- bring the basket and veneer fac- 
tory to the city. The reason- for the 
delay in .sending the equipment was 
that Molocli had many patters stor- 
ed in the building to be used as the 
factory. The Molcch was building 
a new store room. Owners of the 
steel' foundry at Green Bay, which 
tried to locate last year, joined with 
the Molcch and brought many pat- 
terns which filled the newly built 
storehouse. The Moloch is now mak- 
ing its own steel. The patterns 
could not be moved until last week. 


In tho meantime it was decided 


to add the veneering department to 
the factory.

state land commission outlined these 
policies: 


The state will not cut: 
Timber on desirable waters, tim- 


ber on main roads, timber surround- 
ed by uncut woods, timber that Is 
not ripe and on the verge of decline, 
timber in parks, present or pros- 
pective. The state will cut or sell 
lor cuutns: 


Timber in the federal forest area 


which the federal forest service will 
not buy; timber In scattered pieces 
of ten to thirty or forty acres the 
.balance of which 
land 
is open 


swamp, located on logging roads 
about to be- taken up. leaving the 
timber isolated and without value; 
timber in scattered forties that is 
ripe and has been cut all around and 
is surrounded by slash that might 
start dangerous fires. 


Mr. Campbell also disagreed with 


Sen. Gettleman on the latter's state- 
ment that forty acres of timber per 
day is being cut. He said that Get- 
tleman's quotation of him as saying 
the state previously sold about 
$1.000 of timber annually was mis- 
quoted and that the records show 
that approximately the sum Gettle- 
man announced as having been re- 
ceived for timber recently was cut 
annually a few years ago.
